*Estimates of total 2022 subsidies are based on January enrollment figures as well as typical annual attrition rates. This year’s enrollment trends are likely to be 

atypical, due to 1) A longer open enrollment period resulting in an increase in enrollment from January to February, 2) An expected influx of new QHP enrollees 

coming from Medicaid after the restart of annual redeterminations, and 3) The potential for direct-enrolled individuals to transfer into the marketplace to take 

advantage of expanded subsidies. As a result, these projections could well underestimate the amount of subsides for this year.
